pilot funds changed investment man- 
agers based upon performance studies. 
The research function was transferred 
to a new, independent Research De- 
partment. 

The Field Services Division reports 
a number of internal management im- 
provements that will reduce cost to 
the Association. Included is a stream- 
lining of the Telex system, rearrange- 
ment of office space, and a Field Of- 
fice system that will enable council 
and master chairmen to maintain more 
direct budgetary control. This division 
has also been responsible for office 
layout planning and preparation for 
the new Home Office building and 
has maintained liaison with the con- 
tractor throughout the year. 

Responsibility for the education 
function was placed in a new depart- 
ment during the year. One of its first 
programs included holding two semi- 
nars in Washington for newly elected 
pilot representatives and two for new 
ALPA Home Office employes. A film, 
“This is ALPA’, was completed dur- 
ing the year and copies distributed to 
the Field Offices. 

The principal accomplishment of 
the new department was the develop- 
ment of a college degree program for 
ALPA members. Pilots are now en- 
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rolled at ALPA-developed programs at 
Oglethorpe University in Georgia and 
with the Miami Education Consortium. 
Courses for pilots in other areas are 
being negotiated with college officials. 

All of ALPA’s activities were sup- 
ported by a dynamic public relations 
program that kept the news media as 
well as the Field Offices informed 
through improved communications 
procedures. The membership was also 
kept informed through three publica- 
tions: Air Line Pilot, Pilot Bulletin and 
S&S Flightlog, which were upgraded 
in quality and format. A total of 85 
news releases was issued and over 500 
responses were given to telephoned 
and written queries from ALPA mem- 
bers for information and materials. 
More than 4,000 queries from non- 
ALPA persons were processed. 

In addition, the Public Relations 
Department gave appropriate support 
to the SST program, appearances by 
ALPA personnel before government 
agencies, and pilot-flight attendant ne- 
gotiations. One of the highlights that 
received much favorable attention in 
the press was a tribute to Jimmy Doo- 
little held in September, The event 
earned the following accolade from a 
magazine editor who wrote “the U.S. 
Air Line Pilots Association is changing 
its industry image quite dramatically 
(and for the better) under new presi- 


dent J. J. O’Donnell . . . good exam- 
ple: recent Washington black-tie din- 
ner awarding Jimmy Doolittle an 
honorary membership . . . a good 
move and much deserved.” 

An accomplishment benefiting all 
members occurred during the last 
quarter of the year when the Infor- 
mation Systems Department installed 
the first phase of the new dues and 
insurance system. At year’s end, the 
system was 70% complete and well 
into its second phase: dues and roster 
installation. 

Updating ALPA’s information sys- 
tem required the installation of a new 
computer and initiation of an operat- 
ing procedure tailored to ALPA’s 
needs, When the system is complete, 
it will mean faster and more accurate 
processing of membership information 
such as dues, insurance and roster 
verification. Important information for 
use of negotiators, attorneys and re- 
searchers also will be stored and re- 
trieved quickly when needed. 

A marked improvement occurred 
this year in ALPA’s financial picture. 
The Association spent $1 million in 
excess of dues income in 1970. In- 
cluding the profit the Association will 
realize on the sale of the Chicago 
property, preliminary figures for 1971 
show that income will exceed ex-
